London. March 25— (INS) — Be- 
hind closed doors two men talked 
today In Berlin and 400.000.000 
Europeans waited tensely for re- 
sults which may mean peace or 
war. 

As Foreign Secretary Sir John 
81mon of Britain came face to face 
with Hitler for the first time today, 
Europe agreed it was the most mo- 
mentous meeting since the Over- 
mans put under the Treaty of 
Versailles, the signature which they 
have now repudiated. 

This was almost the only point 
on which Europe agreed on this 
grave day in hatory," as 
Louts Oarvln, editor of the 
Sunday Observer, calls It 
Three little 
peared at the last 
gloomy horizon.
